Dear National Forest Stakeholder:

This project announcement letter serves to initiate scoping. “an early and open process for
determining the scope of issues to be addressed” (40 CFR 1501.7). Scoping is required for all Forest
Service proposed actions. including those that would appear to be categorically excluded from
further analysis and documentation in an EA or an EIS (36 CFR 220.4C(1)). I request your input on
the following proposed actions regarding the management of the Farm Bill 04 Thinning Proposal.

The Forest Service proposes to promote resiliency to insect and disease infestations through the
implementation of thinning treatments on approximately 2,981 acres (see Table and enclosed vicinity
map). Proposed treatment areas include plantation and natural stands of shortleaf pine forest type and
plantation stands of loblolly pine forest type. These areas were designated as areas of emphasis for
increasing resilience to insect infestation and disease through section 602 of Title VI of the Healthy
Forest Restoration Act (HFRA) of 2003(16 U.S.C.6391 et seq.). Section 602 was created by an
amendment to HFRA in the Farm Bill of 2014. Design criteria would include maximizing the
retention of old growth trees, retaining a diverse hardwood component, and minimizing road
construction as appropriate for the forest type.
